Eileen Bowser - 1994 
Eileen Bowser chronicles the history of the 
American film business from the days of 


storefront nickelodeons to the premiere of D. 
W. Griffith’s The Birth of a Nation. 


So ubiquitous was the singer with slides that 

it was common for new theaters during the 
period or older ones undergoing renovation 

to install elaborate little alcoves on either 

side of the screen for the singer to stand in 
while performing. As the period 1908-1913 
was dominated by the practice o£ the “daily 
change’’-a new show every day- the music 
publishers complained that 1t was impossible to 
have song “hits.” A song, like the pictures, was 
apt to be presented for just one day at any one 
theater before moving on to another. By October 
1912, the Moving Picture World reported that 
while the illustrated song was holding on in 
popularity, the supply of songs and slides was 
being too quickly exhausted; there was always 
the danger, warned the writer, that in such a 
case vulgarity might creep into the show. 


Posing for song slides was a profession that might lead to a movie career. 
Lillian “Dimples” Walker, sitting on the piano. and Anita Stewart, among the 
pots and pans, became Vitagraph stars. Alice Joyce, in the clamshell, was a 
model for the illustrator Harrison Fisher before becoming a Kalem star.

The serious purpose of Paramount's [rrth of the Blues 
is to show the origins of Atmerican jazz in New Orleans. 
It briefly introduces a Negro band patterned after the 
historic Razzy Duzzy Spasm Band that used to sere- 
nade the pleasure palaces of Hasin Street. Then 
dwells at length on Ding's efforts to organize his own 
vight-piece outht, patterned after the Original Dixie- 
lated Jaxe Bane, which was one of the first white bands 
to play in respectable quarters, Historically. all this is 
tow sketchy to be important. But musically, the pic- 
ture is tops. It abounds with first-rate singing of such 
old favorites as Wasting at the Church, Wart "Till the 
Sun Shines, Nellie, Cuddle ("'p a Little C las r, St. James 
Infiowery, Melanchaly Baby, andl Croshy's lantern-slide 
rendition of By the Light af the Sulrery Moon (abore). 


This is not the first time that Paramount's president, Barney 
Balaban, has regaled his pullie with lantern-shidle sangs. In 1915 
when Barney Balaban built the little Kedzie Theater mn Chiengo, 
first of his nationwide chain. his brother and sister plaved violin 
and piane accompaniments te such slides while Barney collected 
limes at the «lower.
